The government’s part in 
business should be no more than to 
insure adherence to the principles of 
common honesty, and tx) establish re­ 
lation sthat, the principles of common 
honesty, and to establish relations 
that will enable us to sail a safe 
course. The^e has been some tendency 
too regard business as dishonest un­ 
til it should prove itself hmest, and 
to regard bigness in business as a 
crime. But almost all business today 
is conducted on a scale, which, though 
we have come to regard it as common 
play, would have made our forefath­ 
ers gasp; and I prefer to assume it 
is honest until proven dishonest. So 
I speak for the least possible meas­ 
ure of government interference with 
business, but for the largest cooper­ 
ation and properly conducted busi 
ness, and the most effective measures 
to insure that, whether big or little, 
business shall be honest and fair. 
“In an effort at establishing indus­ 
trial justice we must see that the 
wage earner is placed in an econom­ 
ically sound position. His lowest wage 
must be enough to insure that the 
struggle for existence shall not crowd 
out the things truly worth existing 
for. There must be provision, educa­ 
tion, for recreation and a margin for 
savings. There must be such freedom 
of action as will insure full play to 
the individuals abilities. On the other 
side, the wage earner must do justice 
to society. He must render services 
equal in value to the compensation 
he is paid. And finally, both employ­ 
er and employe owe to the public such 
efficiency as will insure that cost of 
service or production shall not be 
higher that the public can fairly pay. 
Assuming that these things may be 
laid down as fundamentals it is time 
for us all to get back to work. Drat 
is what made our country great, it is 
what will put Hie whole world back 
on the right track.

This is the basis of their obligation 
to us, and it is not good form in which 
to hdd the obligations of one people 
to another. It is altogether to be hop­ 
ed that in a reasonable period we may 
change the form of these obligations 
and distribute them among all the 
people.

Automobile Law Has 
Been Attacked In Courts 


(By Associated P ress) 
Austin, Tex., May 26.—The v alidity of the law oil the statute 
books of Texas requiring a person driving a m otor vehicle to stop 
and aid or assist any person struck by the vehicle is up fur test in 
the court of criminal appeals. 
This provision is part of the law 
passed by the thirty-fifth legislature and amended by the thirty- 
sixth legislature, commonly called the “light dimm er law. 
"he 
dimmer law was held unconstitutional and inoperative by the 
court in a form er case because, the court said, it was too indef­ 
inite and vague. Another provision of the law requiring a driver 
of a m otor vehicle to drive on the right side of the road or street 
and observe all care and diligence to protect pedestrians ana oth­ 
er drivers of vehicles was held invalid by the court in a similar 
ease for the same reasons—being vague and indefinite.

money to acquire, in order to remedy 
these conditions. At the College I was 
asked to ‘phone the doctors five busy 
doctors, among the most prominent 
in the two communities, gave the 
same answ er “When do you want me 
to come?” We weighed ard measur­ 
ed every child in the schools, asked a 
few* simple questions as to the child’s 
general living conditions, amount of 
milk taken, etc., and made some sug­ 
gestions as to diet, and gave each 
child the Red Cross pledge card, and 
asked for a promise that they would 
try to keep the simple health rule* 
printed there on. Incidentally, I am 
told by the parents of such of the 
children as I know personally, that 
they are all intensely interested, and 
very insistent on the daily bath, use 
of tooth-brush, milk and fresh air. 
The doctors made a general “h ead; 
examination,’’ eyes, (ars, teeth, noses, 
and throats. We propose to notify the 
parents of children whose eyes ane not 
normal, whose teeth need attention, 
who have adenoids, or enlarged to n -1 
sils, in order th at these conditions 
may be remedied before serious trou­ 
bles result, or the health of the child 
is permanently impaired. Many a child 
makes poor grades on account of im­ 
paired vision, when a simple pair of 
reading 
glasses, 
properly 
fitted 
would 
obviate 
the difficulty. 
But 
teeth cause indigestion, with all of its 
attendent ills. Adenoids, as most of 
you know, are the little growths at 
the back of the nostrils which inter­ 
fere with the child’s breathing, caus­ 
ing logginess. eneamia. 
dullness 
of 
hearing, etc. The tonsils are regular 
germ-catx hers, and once diseased are 
a source of menace to the whole body. 
The comparatively simple operation of 
removing the adenoids and diseased 
tonsils, will in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred, change a stupid, ina- 
tentive youngster, into a brip'ht. alert 
student.

Not 
only that, but what was done in the 
two largest schools in 
the

county and it is for this that we are 
asking the installing of a County 
Health Nurse for Brazos County. She 
will make regular rounds of the Coun­ 
ty schools; keep comparative records 
of the general health conditions of 
‘he children; make suggestions as to 
sanitation and general higenic condi­ 
tions; help out in cases of emergency, 
until a private nurse, or removal to 
hospital can be procured; give instruc­ 
tion in “First Aid” and Home nurs­ 
ing, etc. Will it be “worth while?”
